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AUSTRIAN PAPER ANSWERS SOVIET ‘‘REMILITARIZA- 
TION’ CHARGES. The January 29 issue of the semi-official 
Vienna newspaper ‘‘Wiener-Zeitung’’ ran a detailed front-page 
analysis of repeated charges recently levelled by the Soviet 
High Commissioner, by the newspaper of the Soviet Informa- 
tion Service and by radio broadcasts on the ‘‘Russian Hour’’ 
about alleged Austrian remilitarization. 

During Allied Council discussion of the 1955 Federal Fi- 
nance Law adopted by the Austrian Parliament, the Soviet 
High Commissioner had demanded elimination of an appropri- 
ation of 187.6 million schillings for training of the police 
force on the grounds that this sum was to be used for financ- 
ing Austria’s military rearmament. 

Comparing this ‘‘military budget,’’ which amounts to 
exactly 0.75% of the Austrian national budget, with the mili- 
tary budgets of Austria’s eastern neighbors — officially esti- 
mated at 9-11% of their respective national budgets — the 
paper recalled that Article 17 of the State Treaty draft pro 
vides that Austria’s fighting forces are to number 58,000 men, 
including air force, gendarmerie, customs guards and river 
police personnel. On the other hand, the 1955 Federal Fi- 
nance Law provides for the following units: federal police — 
14,307; federal gendarmerie —11,297; customs guards —3,400; 
judicial police — 1,510, making a total of 30,514 men. Since 
only the gendarmerie and customs guards, making a total of 
14,697, come within the scope of the 58,000-man force en- 
visaged by the draft Treaty, this means that barely one-fourth 
of the said force is being maintained by Austria — and these 
in the non-military form of the gendarmerie and customs 
guards. This, writes the paper, is a ‘‘complete demonstra- 
tion of Austria’s total defenselessness.’’ 

Emphasizing that there was nothing secret about the plan- 
ned expenditure — which was part of a law publicly promul- 
gated and, like all other laws, submitted to the Allied Coun- 
cil for approval — the ‘‘Wiener-Zeitung’’ recalled that the 
Four-Power Control Agreement on Austria of June 28, 1946, 
invests the Austrian Government with full responsibility for 
taking all necessary measures for maintaining order and secu- 
rity. The development of the police units, with the approval 
of the Allied Council, was part of the implementation of this 


responsibility.

CHANCELLOR RAAB ON THE RUSSIAN ARREST OF SOKO. 
LOWSKI. In one of his regular Sunday radio addresses, Aus- 
trian Chancellor Julius Raab recently referred to the case of 
Dr. Alfred Sokolowski, recently arrested official of the Vien- 
na Municipal Administration who acted as liaison officer bet- 
ween the city government and the Russians. The Chancellor 
stated that it had been pointed out to Soviet High Commission- 
er Ilychev by the Austrian delegation — consisting of the 
Chancellor, Mayor Franz Jonas of Vienna and Vienna Police 
Chief Josef Holaubek — which intervened with him in this 
matter, that every Austrian employee officially sunimoned be- 
fore Soviet authorities is a delegate of the Austrian nation 
and that the Austrian Government must insist on the Soviet 
Element’s consent to joint investigation of the question of 
guilt in cases wherethe Soviets wish to bring charges against 
such an employee. While Chancellor Raab emphatically 
warned all Austrian citizens against becoming involved in 
any espionage or other actions against any of the occupation 
powers, he emphasized that the Sokolowski case was another 
cruel reminder to the Austrian people of their lack of rights. 
He added that the arrest of the Vienna official was a demon- 
stration of how indispensable and imperative it is for the en- 
tire Austrian nation to remain united and firm. He said that 
the Federal Government would see that the Soviet military 
authorities guarantee the safety of those officials who have 
to negotiate with them. ‘‘We shall be compelled to order that 
negotiations with the Soviet Element be carried on personally 
by Cabinet Ministers, Provincial Governors or by the Mayor of 
Vienna unless a clear-cut guarantee is given that similar 
methods of arrest will no longer be used in the future,’’ the 
Chancellor declared. 
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COMBINED AMERICAN EXHIBIT PLANNED FOR 1955 VIEN- 
NA AUTUMN FAIR. Negotiations with the Vienna Fair Cor- 
poration for setting up a combined American products ex- 

hibit at this year’s Autumn Fair are currently in progress. 
According to a statement issued by the Corporation, construc- 
tion of a building on the Fair grounds to house the U.S. ex- 
hibit can only be started after the Spring Fair is over. This 
means that the U.S. will be unable to participate in the Vien- 
na Fair before the fall of 1955.

Dealing with the need of filling gaps left in the police 
units through death, retirement and illness, the paper pointed 
to Austria’s unfavorable position in comparison with other 
nations whose applicants for the police force have already 
had experience in the use of arms as a result of their military 
training. 

According to the article, the Government decided to carry 
out basic preparatory training for all of the police units on 
a joint basis, thereby effecting economies and providing a 
common reservoir for filling shortages in the various units, 
which will run into the thousands by the end of the year. 
This basic training extends not only to the use of firearms — 
training which is absolutely mandatory in view of the large 
number of police killed in the line of duty — but also to such 
specifically Austrian requirements as mountain rescue work 
and relief work in areas affected by floods and avalanches. 

Recalling that, unlike the gendarmerie, the federal, cus- 
toms and judicial police forces did not have training facili- 
ties of their own prior to 1955, the article showed that approp- 
riations amounting to far more than the disputed 187.6 million 
schillings would have been required if the indispensable train- 
ing and replacement programs had been planned on a unit in- 
stead of a pooled basis. ‘‘The approvriateness of this proce- 
dure must be clearly obvious to every unbiased judge,’’ it 
continued, ‘‘and it is absurd to speak of rearmament or remili- 
tarization in this connection.’’ 

The charge of the ‘‘Russian Hour’’ that the ‘‘30,000 men 
of the gendarmerie’’ represent an ‘‘Austrian undercover army’’ 
was explained by ‘‘Wiener-Zeitung’’ as a gross falsification 
based on a deliberate misinterpretation of the above-mention- 
ed figure of 30,514 for all four police units. Turning to the 
claim of the Soviet-sponsored ‘‘Oesterreichische Zeitung’’ 
that ‘‘the gendarmerie in Tyrol is makinguse of twice as many 
barracks as the former Federal Army,’’ the paper pointed out 
that, as a result of war and post-war developments, the con- 
dition of these barracks is such that they are only partly hab- 
itable and that their occupation by the gendarmerie repre- 
sents a measure to protect Austrian Government property 
which has now been vacated by the occupation power. ‘‘There 
is obviously a great difference,’’ continued the article, ‘‘in 
whether a barracks is completely occupied or whether only a 
very limited number of men are stationed there for security 
reasons. It must also be pointed out that living quarters for 
refugees and other civilians have been made available in 
these buildings.’’ 

Declaring that the purpose of its article was to correct 
only a fewof the charges recently made by Soviet propaganda, 
the ‘‘Wiener-Zeitung’’ expressed satisfaction that ‘‘fortunate- 


ly, the overwhelming majority of the Austrian people knows 
the real facts.’’ 

INNSBRUCK REVERTS TO FALL FAIR IN 1955. The gen- 
eral meeting of the Innsbrucker Messe Ges.m.b.H. (Innsbruck 
Fair Corporation), in order to accommodate Tyrolean farmers 
and Austrian tradesmen in general, has decided not to hold a 
spring fair in 1955 and to return to the traditional practice of 
holding it in the fall. The Innsbruck Fair will continue to be 
pegged to the requitements of sports, the tourist trade, the 
hotel trade and camping. There will also be a special annual 
agricultural display concentrating on the peculiarities of farm- 
ing in high Alpine regions. It is precisely because the fall 
is the period when the peasants have least work that a moun- 
tain farmers’ fair of this kind must be held in this season if 
it is to be a permanent success. The general meeting, which 
also discussed the final construction arrangements for the 
project, decided that the fair should be held from September 
23 to October 2. 

COTTON CREDITS SOUGHT FROM U.S. Austria’s textile 
industry has requested permission to open negotiations for a 
further cotton credit with the Export-Import Bank in Washing- 
ton. Ninety percent of the 6 million dollar credit previously 
granted has been used up. The new credit in a like amount 
will be used for the purchase of US cotton in 1955. Repay- 
ment is to be made within 18 months from the date the credit 
is granted. The Austrian textile industry needs 16,000 tons 
of cotton (not long-staple), 7,000 tons of which it plans to 
purchase in the USA. 


INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH INSTITUTE REORGANIZED. Re- 
cently a meeting was held by the Association of the Insti- 
tute for Industrial Research for organizational purposes. 
As a result of this development, the Institute for Industrial 
Research at the Academy of World Trade, which is directed 
by Rector Walter Heinrich, has acquired a stature commensu- 
rate with its importance. The members of the Association’s 
Board of Trustees were chosen from representativesof the 
Academy, the Federal Ministry for Trade and Reconstruction 
andthe Federal Chamber of Commerce and Trade. 

The purpose of the Institute is to carry out research on 
the present situation of trade and industry, to provide market 
and structural analyses embracing the various sections of 
industry and to make proposals for simplification of proce- 
dures. The Institute is also engaged in contacting and study- 
ing similar organizations abroad as well as in issuing a peri- 
odic review of current trends in trade andindustry. 


DEVELOPMENT OF VIENNA'S DANUBE HARBOR. Work 
on the Danube harbor in Vienna will be continued during the 
winter. It is planned to transform the Freudenau harbor into 
a large free-port installation, including customs sheds. 27 
million schillings are to be allocated for this project in 1955. 
The entire harbor development program is expected to cost 
approximately 100 million schillings. 


VIENNESE TRUCKS FOR BURMA. The Saurer works in Vien- 
na are now delivering specially-designed trucks to Burma for 
use in thr transportation of exceptionally long lumber or fel- 
led trees. Further orders are expected. Austrian mechanics 
are to be sent to Rangoon to service these trucks.

AUSTRIAN EXPORTS TO FAR EAST. In the spring of 1954, 
20 Austrian manufacturers of machinery and cardboard set up 
an Austrian trade organization in Hongkong with the idea of 
increasing Austrian exports to the Far East. To date the or- 
ganization has succeeded in selling 2 million schillings’ worth 
of Austrian goods, consisting chiefly of woodworking machin- 
ery such as planes, circular saws and handsaw blades, to- 
gether with roofing material, Diesel motors and foundry tools. 


AUSTRIAN LOCOMOTIVES FOR AUSTRALIA. The Jenbach 
works in Tyrol have recently concluded an agreement with an 
Australian locomotive plant where mine locomotives of Aus- 
trian design will be built under license. The Australian plant 
will manufacture the chassis, while the motors and transmis- 
sions will be produced in Austria. This type of mine locomo- 
tive is already in use in Australia and has proved highly sat- 
isfactory. Sixty percent of the Jenbach output of locomotives, 
compressors and Diesel trucks is now exported to Germany, 
Italy, Yugoslavia and Venezuela. 


NEW SULFURIC-ACID AND SUPERPHOSPHATE PLANT IN 
LINZ. The Austrian Iron and Steel Works (VOEST) in Linz 
opened a new plant for the production of sulfuric acid and 
superphosphate. The basic raw material in this operation is 
Alpine gypsum and the sulfuric acid is to be used for conver- 
sion into superphosphate. Annual production at the new plant 
is expected to reach 40,000 tons. The output of this plant, 
together with Austria’s other sources, will entirely meet the 
domestic demand for these products. Anhydrite, the water- 
free form of gypsum, is being used by the plant in place of 
usual pyrites and sulfur. 

NEW POWER STATION OPENED. The newly completed 
power station at the upper level of the Kaprun hydroelectric 
works in the Province of Salzburg is now operating on a lim- 
ited basis. During the trial run, power production reached 
36,000 KW. The new station, which is situated 1,600 meters 
(5250 ft.) above sea level, will go into full operation during 
the winter. 

WORLD CONFERENCE OF POWER EXPERTS TO MEET IN 
VIENNA. The World Power Conference (WPC), the interna- 
tional body of leading experts in the field of electric power 
founded in 1924, is planning to hold a meeting in Vienna in 
1956. The previous meetings of the organization, which con- 
venes at six-year intervals, have been held in London (1924 
and 1950), Berlin (1930) and Washington (1936). 

The meeting is being prepared by the Austrian National 
Committee on Power under the chairmanship of Mr. Holzinger, 
General Director of power plants for Upper Austria. Collabo- 
ration between the members of the WPC is of a scientific 
rather than political nature. Three work groups are being 
scheduled for the Vienna meeting: the first to deal with power 
generation from coal and mineral oils, the second with gene- 
ration of hydroelectric power and the third with power gene- 
ration from atomic piles. The congress will be attended by 
power specialists in all fields, scientists, technicians, engi- 
neers and experts on heating problems. 


AUSTRIAN TYPEWRITER IN PRODUCTION. Up to the pre- 


sent, Austria has produced no typewriters. Now construc- 
tion has been completed on a new plant for their manufacture. 


The factory, whose initial capacity will be 500 machines per 
month, is presently engaged in the production of an experi- 
mental series of typewriters. Normal production is expected 
to get under way in the spring of 1955, after this series has 
been tested. 

THE K-LINE: NEW VIENNESE FASHION STYLE. A Wom- 

en’s Fashion Week was held in Vienna for the first time Janu- 
ary 10th to 15th when 90 of Austria’s foremost garment manu- 
facturers exhibited their new K-line Spring and Summer collec- 
tions. In addition to representatives from 600 Austrian firms, 
buyers from Great Britain, Holland, Belgium, Germany and 
Switzerland attended the showings, although the Fashion 
Week had only been planned on a national basis. As a result 
of the overwhelming success of this event, the Garment In- 
dustry Group has decided to hold a Women’s Fashion Week 
biannually in the future and to invite buyers from abroad to 
attend. 

From the outset, sales at the Fashion Week surpassed all 

expectations. Orders totalling from 11,500 to 15,000 schil- 
lings were received from some firms on the opening day.About 
one third of the entire spring production was either sold or 
ordered and many of the orders were from abroad. The col- 
lections shown follow the Dior H-line, although somewhat 
adapted to be known as the Vienna K-line (’Kasak’-line). The 
most popular materials used were linen, tweeds, jerseys and 
various synthetic fabrics. 
AUSTRIA WINS WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP IN HAIRDRESSING. 
The world championship contest for the best ladies’ hair- 
dressers, recently held at the Brities seashore resort of 
Brighton, was won by a team of Austrian hairdressers. The 
Austrian team included five master coiffeurs who were judged 
by the international jury to be the best in the world. The 
members of the Austrian team were Miss Rick and Messrs. 
Danzinger, Hruschka, Kammerer and Tomek. 





CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


“INSTITUTE FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF THE ARTS"’ 
FOUNDED. Viennese industrialists have recently establish- 
ed an ‘‘Institute for the Advancement of the Arts’’ with the 
idea of raising greater private funds for the support of crea- 
tive artists. The Institute is designed to sponsor young ar- 
tists, musicians, writers and scientists according to their in- 
dividual talents and achievements. Manfred Mauthner-Markhof, 
a leading Viennese industrialist, has been elected president 
of the Institute. 

A NEW TYPE OF IRON CURTAIN. A board of judges, head- 
ed by Vienna’s leading architect, Professor Erich Boltenstern, 
has selected a sketch by the well-known painter, Rudolf Ei- 
senmenger, for the iron curtain of the new Vienna State Opera. 
This sketch was chosen from among 78 designs, submitted by 
16 artists who entered the competition. The winning design 
glorifies the power of music as symbolized by Orpheus shown 
leading Eurydice from Hades into a brilliant light. The col- 
ors, gold, white and red, which are predominant in the audi- 
torium, have been used so that the curtain will harmonize 
with the style of the hall.

in front of Schoenbrunn Palace. This performance is an ex- 
periment undertaken in compliance with the wish expressed 
by foreign visitors for a Viennese operetta. The State Opera 
Company, which is devoting all of its energies to prepara- 
tions for the festival célebrating the opening of the new Ope- 
ra House on the Ringstrasse, will be-unable to contribute a 
new production for the Vienna Festival this year, although it 
will make its stars available for performances given during 
this period. The State Opera Company will give three per- 
formances of Mozart operas in the intimate atmosphere of the 
Redoutensaal. The Volksoper will feature as a special at- 
traction, in addition to performances by the State Opera Com- 
pany of classical operettas like ‘‘Fledermaus’’ (The Bat), 
‘*Bine Nacht in Venedig’’(A Night in Venice), ‘‘Wiener Blut’’ 
(Vienna Blood), ‘‘Der Opernball’’ (The Opera Ball) or ‘‘Die 
schoene Helena’’ (Fair Helena), a Dance Festival to include, 
along with performances by the Vienna State Opera Ballet, 
the appearance of the Yugoslav National Ballet, the Ballet of 
the Berlin Municipal Opera and the Japanese Gojo Ballet, 
the latter making its European debut. 

The Vienna Burgtheater will present a Schiller cycle, in- 
cluding ‘‘Die Raeuber’’ (The Robbers), ‘‘Die Verschwoerung 
des Fiesco zuGenua’’ (The Conspiracy of Fiesco in Genoa), 
‘*Kabale und Liebe’’ (Intrigue and Love) — a new production, 
‘‘Wallenstein,;’’ ‘‘Die Jungfrau von Orleans’’ (The Maid of 
Orleans), ‘‘Wilhelm Tell’’ and ‘‘Demetrius,’’ along with other 
works on the current repertory. The Akademie Theater will 
feature productions of plays by Csokor, Eliot, Morgan and 
Nestroy. The Theater in der Josefstadt is planning to pre- 
sent the world premiere of ‘‘Radetzky-Marsch’’ by Neher and 
the Volkstheater the first Austrian performance of Zuckmayr’s 
‘*Ulla Wimblad.’’ The Raimund Theater will make its contribu- 
tion with an operetta performance. 

The musical program of the Festival promises to be very 
extensive and will include 31 concerts of works by classical 
and modern composers. The Vienna Philharmonic, which is 
scheduled to play in the opening concert in the forenoon of 
June 5, will also be heard in three other concerts, one under 
the baton of Eugene Ormandy with Hilde Gueden as soloist, 
and two others conducted by Leopold Stokowski. 

The performances scheduled by the Vienna Konzerthaus 
Society for its Seventh International Music Festival, to be 
held within the framework of the Vienna Festival, will be ex- 
tremely interesting. The series will include the first produc- 


‘tion of the Carl Orff version of Monteverdi’s ‘‘Orfeo,’’ to be 


performed by the Vienna Symphony Orchestra under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Orff. Werner Egk will lead the same orchestra in 
the first performance of his opera ‘‘Christof Columbus.’’ The 
Konzerthaus series will also feature Dietrich Fischer-Dies- 
kau and Irmgard Seefried as soloists in Hugo Wolf’s ‘‘Italie- 
nisches Liederbuch’’ (Italian Song Book). Other world and 
Austrian premieres will be heard under the batons of guest 
conductors Rudolf Albert, Andre Cluytens, Massimo Freccia, 
Eugene Ormandy and Nino Sanzogno. The concert soloists 
will include the violonists Nathan Milstein, Zino Francescat- 
ti, the pianist Alexander Brailowsky and the harpsichordist 
Ralph Kirkpatrick. The Vienna Symphony Orchestra is plan- 
ning to give two other concerts, one under Otto Klemperer and 
the other under a conductor yet to be named. Two other 
events during the Festival will be a gala concert of the Jo- 
hann Strauss Society, conducted by Rudolf Moralt, and a chor- 
al concert by the Children’s Singing School of the City of Vien- 
na. ‘*Great European Art of Yesterday and Today’’ 

Another series of events will be held at historical places 
in the city. This will include a Schubert concert in the house 
where the composer was born, a serenade by the Vienna Men’s 
Singing Society at Heiligenstadt and a number of masses at the 
Hofburg Chapel. 

Among the exhibitions to be held, the most notable will 

be the one organized by the Austrian Museum of Applied Arts 
entitled ‘‘Great European Art of Yesterdayand Today,’’ which 
will deal with the historical development of painting and the 
plastic arts during the past 100 years. 
AUSTRIAN SCIENTISTS IN THE NEWS. Friedrich Hecht, 
chemical specialist at Vienna University, has been invited to 
lecture on ‘‘The Measuring of Time by Geological Means’’ 
(Geology of Isotopes) at the College of Philosophy and Theo- 
logy in Regensburg and the Max Planck Institute of Chemistry 
in Mainz. Neurologist Viktor Frankl, renowned for his re- 
search in psychology (Analysis of Existence), has been nom- 
inated an honorary member of the ‘‘Sociedad Argentina de 
Antropologia Medica’’ in Buenos Aires. The Vienna Institute 
of Technology has appointed Professor Heinz Parkus, Vien- 
nese scientist who has been at Michigan State College in East 
Lansing since 1952, as a full professor of mechanical engi- 
neering. In November and December, H. Hornich, professor 
at the Graz Institute of Technology, gave a series of lectures 
at the universities of Padua, Genoa, Turin, Milan and Rome 
on his research in the field of differential equations.

The Tyrol School of Mountaineering at 12 Suedtiroler Platz, Inns- 
bruck, Tyrol, gives information on and teaches courses in cliff-scal- 
ing, peak-scaling, pass crossings and hiking. Guided tours of one 
or more days throughout Tyrol are offered. The Heiligenblut School 
of Mountaineering at Heiligenblut, Carinthia organizes rock-climbing 
and hiking tours to the Grossglockner region from June toSeptember. 
The Mount@ineering School Gargellen in Montafontal, Vorarlberg of- 
fers similar arrangements. The Bureau for Student Excursions at 
Schreyvogelgasse 3, Vienna | offers visitors from 18 to 35 years of 
age guided hiking or climbing tours of an average length of 13 days 
at an average rate of $2.00 to $3.00 per day, all expenses included.

Living Expenses: For a family of three $100 to $150 per month for 
rent, food and incidentals, but not including clothing, cost for car, 


etc., provided a small apartment is sublet and own housekeeping is 
done. Individuals interested in renting apartments should contact 
local tourist offices in Austria and/or advertise in local newspapers. 
Students can live quite comfortably for $75 to $80 per month. For 
reservations, they should apply to the university or schools where 
they plan to study. Inexpensive meals are available at the univer- 
sities or at special student-priced restaurants. The present ex- 
change rate is 26 schillings for one U.S. Dollar. 


REGULATIONS FOR TRAVEL TO AND IN AUSTRIA: U.S., Canad- 
ian, British and French citizens visiting the Western Zones of Aus- 
tria require only a valid passport. Military permit and visa require- 
ments have been abolished. However, those wishing to visit Vien- 
na, and are traveling by rail or car, require the ‘’Gray Card '’ for 
safe-conduct through the Soviet Zone. In the United States it may 
be obtained free of charge from the Allied High Commission Permit 
Office, c/o U.S. Department of State, Washington, D.C., where it is 
issued to U.S. citizens for a maximum validity period of 3 months. 
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VIENNA CHOIR BOYS IN TV SHORTS. The Vienna Choir 
Boys have begun work on a series of TV films which they 
themselves are producing. The ecclesiastic music sung by 
the choir will be accompanied by shots of art treasures in 
Austrian museums. The films, produced in black-and-white 
for European stations and in color for the United States, will 
run for four minutes each. 


COLOR FILM ON THE VIENNA TREASURY. The Catholic 
Film Guild is producing a new color short, ‘‘The Treasure of 
the Occident,’’ about the Vienna Treasury in the Imperial 
Castle. Among other historic jewels, the Treasury contains 
the crown insignia of The Holy Roman Empire, the Austrian 
Imperial Crown, the treasure of the Order of the Golden 
Fleece etc., all of which will be featured in the film. 


AUSTRIAN SCIENTISTS INVITED ABROAD. Heinrich 
Schwarz, former custodian of the ‘‘Austrian Gallery’’ (Bel- 
vedere Palace, Vienna), has been appointed Professor of the 


History of Art at Wesleyan University in Middletown, Conn. 


Professor Hans Hoff, chairman of the Austrian Association 
for Mental Hygiene and head of the Psychiatry and Neuro- 
logy Department of the Vienna University Hospital, has been 
elected chairman of the Executive Board of the World Federa- 
tion for Mental Health for the year 1954-55. The Austrian 
paleontologist Othmar Kuehn has been elected to membership 
on the ‘‘International Commission on Stratigraphy’’ and the 
‘*Sub-commission for the International Dictionary of Strati- 
graphy and Stratigraphical Terminology.’’ Franz Bruecke, a 
Viennese pharmacologist, has been elected to the board of 
the German Pharmacological Association, 


AUSTRIAN SPELEOLOGICAL FILM HONORED. ‘‘Nacht 
unter Tag’’ (Night in Daytime), a documentary about speleo- 
logical research in Austria produced by the Westfilm Company, 
has been awarded the Trento Rotary Club prize. The film was 
shown at the Rassegna Internazionale Film della Montagna 
(International Mountain Film Review) in Trento, where seven 
countries showed their best mountain films. 


VIENNA WOMAN ETHNOLOGIST EXPLORES BRAZILIAN 
JUNGLE. Etta Becker-Donner, a Viennese woman ethnologist 
who is presently a member of an expedition exploring the 
jungle area along the Bolivian-Brazilian border, has made 
contact with a hitherto unknown Indian tribe, the Paca Novas, 
which has its home on the Guapore River. Mrs. Becker-Donner 
has collected many objects reflecting the cultures of tribes 
which are now almost extinct. 

NEW U.S. EXHIBITION OF PAINTINGS BY PROFESSOR 
ERNST HUBER. The Los Angeles Department of Municipal 
Art is organizing an exhibit, to be held in the City Hall from 
Feb. 11-23, of 40 water colors by Professor Ernst Huber, the 

Austrian painter who is already well-known in the United 
States through his earlier exhibitions. One such display, 

which the artist recently held in the ‘‘French Hall,’’ the most 
beautiful room in San Francisco’s Palace of the Legion of 
Honor, was unusually successful and met with great interest 
on the part of the press and the numerous people who attend- 
ed. Professor Huber occupies an important position among 

contemporary Austrian artists. Although primarily a land- 

scape painter he is also well-known for his paintings of still 


life and flowers. Thanks to his love of color, the artist’s 
aquarelles are extremely convincing in their emotional moods, 
which are captured with great economy of detail. Huber, who 
is now visiting the United States for the third time, has paint- 
ed many scenes of American life which have been exhibited 
in this country and in Europe. 

EXHIBITIONS IN AUSTRIA. A collection of works by Wil- 
helm Thoeny has been presented in the exhibition halls of the 
Austrian Gallery. It included his series on Beethoven, thirty 
red chalk drawings, illustrations for Thomas Carlyle’s book 
on the French Revolution, oils from his Graz, Munich and 
Paris periods, as well as water colors and oil sketches from 
his earliest days to his last works, which he painted in New 
York. 

A ‘‘Christmas Exhibition’’ at the Wuerthle Gallery offered 
a collection of drawings, etchings and small sculptures by 
such artists as Lovis Corinth, Max Beckmann, Carl Hofer, 
Hans Meid and Paul Klee together with works by Gustav Klimt, 
Egon Schiele, Oskar Kokoschka, Alfred Kubin and Herbert 
Boeckl. The younger generation of Austrian artists was re- 
presented by Kurt Moldovan and Anton Lehmden. The work 
of the sculptors Wander Bertoni, Rudolf Hoflehner and Heinz 
Leinfellner, and some clay models by Maria Bilger completed 
the exhibition. 

The ‘‘Neue Hagenbund’’, of which Marc Adrian, Isle Pom- 
pe, Rudolf Habermann, Ernst Strasser and Mutz Stanek are 
members, held its autumn exhibition in the ‘‘Palais Harrach,” 
Vienna. 

An exhibition ‘‘A Good Picture for Everybody’’ has been 
opened at the ‘‘Secession.’’ Sponsored by the Cultural Office 
of the City of Vienna, this show is designed to offer pictures 
of a high artistic standard to the public at a moderate price. 
Net proceeds from such sales last year totalled approximately 
236,000 schillings. 

The Vienna Museum of Ethnology ran an exhibition in 
December of Christmas items. This included beautiful créches 
and other traditional pieces, a 16th-century Tyrolian triptych 
altar, the oldest example of folklore art in the collection, and 
28 paper dolls, painted in water colors, representing the Holy 
Family, the Shepherds etc. 

In Linz an exhibition entitled ‘‘Young Upper Austrian 
Artists at Work’’ was held at the ‘‘Landesmuseum,’’ and the 
Klagenfurt ‘‘Konzerthaus’’ opened a show of ‘‘Current Sloven- 
ic Graphic Art’’ in its Blue Hall consisting of about seventy 
drawings and etchings. 


NEW BOOKS. The publishers Paul Zsolnay of Vienna have 
recently published a number of new novels and plays by Aus- 
trian authors. Among these are: ‘‘Der Atem des Feuers’’ 
(The Breath of Fire), a novel by Oskar Maurus-Fontana on the 
development of gas; a collection of dramatic works entitled 
‘‘Olympos and Golgatha’’ containing Csokor’s plays ‘‘Calyp- 
so’’, ‘‘Cesar’s Widow’’ and ‘‘Pilate’’ which make up ‘‘A Trio- 
logy of Crossroads’’; a series of lectures on art by Frank 
Thiess, ‘‘Die Wirklichkeit des Unwirklichen’’ (The Reality of 
the Unreal); and a book on the origins of ‘‘Silent Night, Holy 
Night’’ called ‘‘Ein Lied vom Himmel’’ (A Song from Heaven) 
by Hertha Pauli. 
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Three other new novels by Austrians have been published 
by Herold-Vienna. These are ‘‘Land der singenden Huegel’’ 
(Land of the Singing Hills) by Rudolf Henz; Alma Holgersen’s 
‘‘Das Buch von Fatima’’ (The Book of Fatima); and ‘‘Sie 
warten auf Antwort’’ (They Await an Answer) a first novel by 
the young writer, Jeannie Ebner. 

Kremayer and Scheriau have recently brought out the la- 
test book by the Upper Austrian author, Erich Landgrebe, en- 
titled ‘‘Adam geht durch die Stadt’’ (Adam about Town), and 
a historical novel on St. Bernard written by Gerhard Ellert 
(nom de plume of a woman novelist from Carinthia) has been 
published by Speidel’sche Verlagsbuchhandlung. 

Reinhard Federman and Milo Dor, the young Austrian col- 
laborators, have written a book called ‘‘Romeo and Juliet in 
Vienna,’’ which has been published bythe Kindler-und Schier- 
meyer-Verlag, Bad Woerishofen, Bavaria, and the story of 
Friedrich III, the ‘‘Hundred Day Emperor,’’ and his wife Vic- 
toria, daughter of the British Queen Victoria, written by Egon 
Caesar Conte Corti, has been published posthumously in Graz. 
This last is entitled ‘‘Wenn... Sendung und Schicksal einer 
Kaiserin’’ (If... Mission and Fate of an Empress). 
ENTERTAINMENT TAX EXTENDED. The Austrian Parlig;-, 
ment has extended the so-called ‘‘Kulturgroschen’’ Law for 
another year. The ‘‘Kulturgroschen’’ is a surtax imposed on 
the sale of movie tickets which is used for the advancemefit 
of the arts. In the future, the proceeds from this tax will be 
divided 15:85% between the Federal Authority and the provin- 
ces, instead of 25:75% as heretofore. 


THE ‘‘EXILE’’ CLUB. A ‘‘Club for Progressive Literature 

and Music’’ has been organized by an ‘‘avantgarde’’ group in 
Vienna and has been named the ‘‘Exile’’ Club. Among its 
founders are Marc Adrian, Heiner Frauendorfer, Arnulf Rainer, 
Fritz Hundertwasser, Maria Lassnig and Anton Lehmden and 
its members gather weekly in a recently opened artists’ hang- 
out, the ‘‘Adebar.’’ The club hopes to interest the public in 
its artistic aims through a series of lectures, discussions and 
exhibitions. 


THEATRICAL PERFORMANCES ‘‘STOPPED"’ BY CAMERA. 
The young Austrian photographer, Erich Lessing, has com 
piled a book of photographs he has taken during actual per- 
formances of the Vienna State Opera and the Burgtheater. 
The photographs, some of which are in color, will appear un- 
der the title ‘‘Szene’’ (Scene) and together they give a vivid 
impression of the Vienna theaters at work. Printing will be 
done by the Austrian State Printing Office which will also 
hold publication rights. 


“‘JOHANN STRAUSS ORCHESTRA” FOUNDED. The vienna 
Symphony Orchestra has organized a_separate and permanent 
orchestra, gonsisting of approximately 60 members, which 
will devote itself to the performance of music by Johann 
Strauss and other members of the ‘‘Strauss Dynasty.’’ Con- 
ducted by Eduard Strauss,“ great-grandson of Johann-Strauss 
the Elder, the orchestra plens-to make its first appearance 
abroad with performances in Germany and Switzerland in 
March 1955. 
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
